BONUSES. 

Under the Act power is not oxtcnil- 
e<l to municipalities in this Province 
to grant bonuses for the establishment 
of industries within their limits. This 
is an unfortunate emission. In On- 
tario municipalities have that power 
and its exercise has been found useful 
in encouraging ami stimulating manu- 
facturing interests and consequently in- 
creasing the population and wealth of 
the towns. For a loan of i?S0O0 pro- 
perly secured, without interest, for a 
term of eight years, Brant ford, Onta- 
rio, has just secured a factory that em- 
ploys 100 hands. Woolen mills are 
almost always established in particular 
localities upon guarantee of water 
privileges and cash bonuses. In the 
east municipalities bid high for these 
establishments, well knowing that they 
bring in their train increased popula- 
tion and enhanced prosperity wherever 
thoy may be located. Some remarks 
which wc ofl'ered under this heading a 
few days since have been favorably 
commented upon by the eastern Canada 
press, and so fully are we persuaded 
that the adoption of the system sug- 
gested is the only course which will 
induce the growth of manufacturing 
interests that we [eel we cannot too 
.strongly or frequently press upon mu- 
nicipalities throughout the provinc'o the 
importance of applying to the legisla 
ture for power necessary to accomplish 
that end. At the last session the local 
House asked the government to place 
on the estimates a sum to be paid as a 
bonus for the establishment of a woolen 
mill. The provision, however, was not 
made on grounds best known to the 
government ; but there is reason to be- 
lieve that the matter will be pressed 
upon their notice during next session 
in a manner more emphatic than will 
be pleasant to their nerves. Victoria 
is advantageously situated for the in- 
vestment of capital in industrial enter- 
prises. New Westminster, Yale and 
Kamloops are equally well situated for 
the samo purpose ; but neither of these 
localities is as well able to offer solid 
financial inducements as this, and 
were the government to provide a boun 
ty for the establishment of certain in- 
dustries the amount should bo supple 
mented by a municipal grant of free 
water and a loan for a certain stipulat- 
ed numbor of years without interest to 
any company embarking therein. In- 
deed, we can see no better use to which 
the municipal funds can bo put than 
the oncouragment of manufacturing, in- 
terprises. There is a great deal of capi 
tal hero that should find employment 
and water is constantly running to 
waste at the dam which might be 
stored by manufacturers and used as 
required by them without costing the 
city a penny. When the cost of freight 
and other charges on goods shipped 
from the east for consumption in th' 
Provinco come to be considered the 
advantage of profit would seem to be 
largely on the side of the Columbian 
manufacturer. Blankets of two 
three grades might be manufactured 
here in sufficient quantity to supply the 
local demand, and two or three patterns 
of tweeds for everyday wear would find 
ready sole. Yarns could be easily 
made of any desired color and thei 
manufacture would induce the estab- 
lishment of a knitting factory, while 
the certainty of finding a local market 
for their wool would cause stock- 
raisers to increase their bands of sheep 
and a great deal of grazing land that 
now lies idle would bo brought into 
market. From the increased sale of 
lands alone the government might re 
pay themselves in "a single year for a 
bonus outlay of $10,000 applied to- 
wards the establishment of a woolen 
mill. We must next consider the large 
sums now paid out for the fabrics 
and the duty and freight on first cost. 
Probably not less than $200,000 would 
he retained beforo the mill had been 
established a twelvemonth, and that 
amount would swell in ever-increas- 
ing volume as the years rolled along 
and the population grew. As a ques- 
tion of political economy this matter 
should engage the attention of the 
legislature. No more popular plank 
could be placed in the Governor's 
next speech than one to give munici- 
palities the power to supplement 
bonuses offered by the provincial gov- 
ernment for the establishment of 
manufactories.

A Nico Condition of Affairs. 

To the Editor of Tnr. Colonist :— 
Sir, — I wish to set before the Victoria 
people and tho people of the interior 
the shameful condition of tho steam 
service between this port, Yale and 
New Westminster. I left Yale on 
Monday morning intending to proceed 
to S'an Francisco by the steamship 
Idaho advertised to sail from Esqui- 
malt on the Wednesday following. I 
reached New Westminster on the after- 
noon of Monday. In any other coun- 
try the boat that brought me to New 
Westminster would have continued 
right on to Victoria where I should 
have arrived tho same night. But I 
and many others who desired to reach 
Victoria speedily, were doomed 
to disappointment. We had to remain 
at New Westminster two clays within 
65 miles of Esquimalt — not 
withstanding our indignant pro- 
tests — under heavy hotel and other ex- 
penses, and did not roach Victoria un- 
til 3J o'clock this afternoon to 
learn to our intense, disgust that the 
Idaho had sailed 31 hours before for 
San Francisco. After this experience 
I think you • cannot too strongly de- 
nounce the state of the steam service. 
Had I been permitted to come right on 
to Victoria on Monday evening, or had 
the Hudson Bay Co.'s boat left New 
Westminster on Tuesday, I should have

2£ystorlous Manifestations: 

A MYSTERY ON THE OTTAWA RIVER — 1)1 A- 
KLEKIE IN A RURAL MOTEL — AN UN- 
PLEASANT VISITOR. 

Montreal, Oct. 4. — A local paper 
has the following account of some 
strange manifestations which are said 
to have occurred some forty miles from 
here: "Hudson village, on the Ottawa 
river, has a genuine sensation. Some 
evil genius has taken possession of the 
hotel there, and the hotel-keeper has 
had him exorcised, but still he is play- 
ing the very mischief with the hostelry, 
which is known as the Hudson hotel, 
and is kept by Mr. John Park. War- 
locks and witches carry on th'jir antics 
when night spreads its pall over the 
earth, but tho Hudson demon, or what- 
ever he may bo, stalks about boldly in 
broad daylight, although none of our 
informants have yet seen him. To 
crown all, on Saturday about 1 1 o'clock 
in the forenoon the hotel stables were 
burned to the ground, and the sur- 
rounding buildings were with difficulty 
saved from tho devouring element. The 
'manifestations' which have culminated 
in this way were first noticed about 
two weeks ago. Beds were tossed 
about iii the spare rooms, windows and 
doors which had been carefully shut 
were opened by somo unseen -agent, 
and everything about the place was 
kept at sixes and sevens. In one case 
a woman who was cutting bread for 
dinner left a portion of the loaf on the 
table for a few minutes, when it was 
hocus-pocused into a clothes-basket 
standing in the adjoining room, from 
which it was exhumed after a lengthy 
search. On Friday last a neighbour 
was called in to witness the result of a 
revel in which the evil genius had en- 
gaged among the bedrooms. Every- 
thing was badly mixed up. Mattresses, 
chairs, tables, sheets, and blankets 
were scattered about and mixed toge- 
ther in the greatest confusion, and pil- 
lows were tied to represent some one 
sitting upon a chair. The same day a 
stall in the stables which were" subse- 
quently burnt was found to be oh fire, 
but the flames were promptly extin- 
guished by some persons near by. How- 
over, before the latter had left the yard 
another fire broke out in another stall 
nearer one side of the stable, and this 
fire was also extinguished. On Satur- 
day last the priest was sent for to set- 
tle this disturber of domestic peace, 
and he went through a ceremony and 
sprinkled a little holy water, but the 
evil influence remained. It was quiet 
while the rev. gentleman was present, 
but the clergyman had only left a few 
minutes when it was discovered that 
bottles of liquor were moving around of 
their own accord, while the bedroom 
performance recommenced, and the 
climax already reported was reached by 
the burning of the stables through a fire 
which had started in the hay loft. 
Strange reports were that the hotel was 
also to be fired during Saturday night, 
but watchmen, failed to discover any- 
thing. On Sunday a priest and about 
a hundred persons from Oka, across the 
river, visited the scene of the strange 
occurrences. It is thought very singu- 
lar that all these manifestations — if 
such they can be called — take place in 
the daytime. Our informants appear 
anxious about the matter, as the burn- 
ing of the hotel might lead to the de- 
struction of the village." — Globe.

Xmrx ClTY, Oct. 19.— A storm of 
sleet set in here Friday and became a 
severe snow storm on Saturday, con- 
tinuing in modified form through Sun- 
day and yesterday. All railroads lead- 
ing to this city except Sioux City and 
Pacific have been blockaded, but tho 
Central is open to day and other roads 
arc getting out of tho drifts. Tho 
weather has not been so cold, but large 
losses in stock arc reported. Nearly 
every farmer has suffered. One man 
in this county is reported to have lost 
300 head of sheep. Losses of cattlo in 
Dakota, Nebraska and Iowa are report- 
ed. The oldest inhabitant does not re- 
member a storm of such severity so 
early in the season.

Carter went 
out to meet tho natives with his peo- 
ple and baggage, and while attempting 
to talk to them and to explain that 
there was no cause for quarrel between 
them a shot was fired, which unfortu- 
nately killed Cadcn head on the 
spot whereupon the wretched 50 
men threw down their arms and 
fled, leaving Carter with only a hand- 
ful of men, among them his old servant 
Mahomed, who had been with him for

From J. W. McKay acknowledging re- 
ceipt of lettor informing him of his ap- 
pointment as fence viower and asking for 
copy of statute and by-law for his guid- 
ance in the performance of bis duties. 

The acting city surveyor handed in a 
report embracing an abstract statement 
showing tlio nature of work he ha3 boon 
engaged in, the names of men employed, 
localities and amounts paid. 

Coun. Shakespoare moved that tho re- 
port bo received and laid on the table for 
reference.

This memorandum you can either make 
tho subject, of a new by-law, or if you 
decide to go to a popular vote on the ex- 
isting agreement, in tho event of tho pas- 
sago of the present agreement I hereby 
guarantee mysolf bound to the provisions 
of the enclosed memorandum in so far as 
in the interest of tho city you may wish 
them enforced.

MEMORANDUM "jN Hi:" PUBLIC LANDINO. 

1. The said James Yates agrees to con- 
vey to the said Corporation tho f eo simple 
of that piece of land situated on tho west- 
erly side of Wharf street, and extending 
from Wharf street to the sea, with tho 
part of the wharf in the rear thereof, and 
the buildings thereon; such piece of land 
abutting on lot 202 and having a frontage 
of thirty-five feet on Wharf street, by an 
equal width of thirty-five foot and forming 
tho northerly portion of lot 201, free from 
incumbrances. 

2. The said James Yates shall at his 
own cost lay down and koep in repair a 
sidewalk on the southerly sido of the 
roadway "to be constructed on the above 
mentioned laud; the width of such side- 
walk to be determined by the Corpor- 
ation. 

'.). Tho said James Yates shall deposit 
debris from his new building on the site 
of said roadway and further subscribe 
£50 towards construct ion of said road- 
way. 

4. The said Jauies Yates shall not be 
entitled to a conveyance of tho exchange 
arranged until a new building, proposed 
to bo erected by him, said building to 
abut on the new public landing, shall be 
erected and completed. 

5, If a new by-law is required to meet 
these changes, J. Yates to bear oxpense 
of printing the same. 

(!. The corporation shall give Mr. Yates 
the existing public landing lying between 
lots 201 and "203, whether tho width of 
the same be 10 feet or 25 feet, more or 
loss. 

7. If the title in fee simple of said pub- 
lic landing does not rest with tho Cor- 
poration, then tho city shall as speedily 
as possible use their utmost endeavors to 
secure to Mr. Yates a conveyance — the 
two conveyances to bo exchanged at the 
same time. 

8. The City shall build a roadway from 
Wharf street to the seasothatat the west- 
erly end thereof and for a space of thirty- 
five feet in depth, tho grade thoreof shall 
be similar to the grado of the wharf at 
the southerly side thereof; until the said 
roadway is made James Yates to continue 
in free and sole occupation of that por- 
tion of the wharf which he gives to the 
city. 

9. The said roadway to be kept open as 
a public street and for all the purposes of 
the wharf at tho 'southerly side thereof to 
bo used froo of charge as a roadway for 
said wharf; that is, to be used in tho saino 
manner that any ordinary public stroet 
may be used. 

10. In tho event of the passage of t ho 
present agreement, advertised to be voted 
upon on 28th Oct. , James Yates to be 
bound to the provisions of this memor- 
andum in so far as the City Council in 
tho interest of the city may wish any or 
all of them enforced. 

11. James Yates to waive all stipula- 
tions not herein set forth but existing in 
the agreement to bo voted upon.

Coun. Boyd said that ho was opposed 
altogether to any transfer under the pro- 
sent arrangement.

Shakespeare moved that gas 
lamps be placed on the corner of Quadra 
and Frederick and Quadra and 
Chatham streets; also that a coal oil 
lamp be erected at tho northwest end of 
the first bridge on Esquimalt road. 

Coun. McLean said that the gas mains 
did not pass the localities mentioned and 
the exponso of extending them would 
be heavy. Ho would suggest that coal 
oil lamps be utilized for the prosent. 

Coun. Shakespearo accepted tho sug- 
gestion and tho motion, thus amended, 
passod. 

It was also ordered that a lamp be erect- 
ed at tho corner of Quadra and Yates 
streets. 

In reply to Coun. Smith the Mayor 
stated that he had notified the Dominion 
Government that tho new post-offico front 
is being erected on tho street.but he could 
not yet say what uction would bo takon 
in tho mattor.

In Sumas District Mr. Vcdder took up- 
wards of three thousand bushols of grain 
from fifty-sevon acres, and oil' a 5-acro 
field he got 220 bushels of wheal.

The steamer Cassiar sustained slight 
damage by colliding with tho Rolianco on 
the way up to Yalo on Saturday. Sho was 
repaired hero yesterday. 

As the result of tho escape of the water 
from tho Thompson Rivor slide, tho 
water in tlio Fraser rose about 10 foot at 
Emory in half as many hours, on Sunday 
morning. Tt fell again almost as sudden- 
ly, leaving tho vacuum mining scow high 
and dry on Hill's Bar. It was not anti- 
cipated that there would bo much trouble 
in getting her off. 

Tho water in the Fraser, at no time 
very cloar, has lately been more highly 
surcharged with earth than usual. An 
analysis made yesterday showed the 
water opposite this city to contain 85 tons 
of sodiment in every 1000 tons of water. 

If ono may judge from the stoamer pas- 
senger list, the railway forco must bo 
undergoing a process of depletion. We 
presume it is being reduced to tho winter 
standard, but why eo early in tho season, 
we aro at a loss to understand.

South Saanich Harvest Festival. 

On Sunday last a thanksgiving service 
for the late abundant harvest was held in 
South Saanich Church. The sacred edi- 
fice was well filled at 11a. m., among the 
congregation being many from North and 
East Saanich. Tho church was simply 
but effectively adorned with fruit and 
flowers, as well as wheat, oats and barley, 
vegetables, etc., being arranged along the 
base of the pulpit, lectern and prayer- 
desk. The effect was exceedingly good 
and highly creditable to the ladies. A 
handsome crimson altar cloth was pre- 
sented to the church and used for the first 
time, iis well as a white damask cloth for 
the Holy Communion. Wo understand 
that one similar to the latter has also been 
given to the church at North Saanich for 
which funds are being raised. The music 
throughout was hearty, and ably led by a 
numbor of settlers whoso voices seemed 
to blend well with the harmonium, which 
was played with precision and in capital 
time. Tho morning service was read by 
Rev. F. G. Wright mid the Holy Com- 
munion celebrated by the Bishop of the 
diocese, who also read the first (special) 
lesson and preached from St. James 
8th verse, " Draw nigh unto God, and 
He will draw nigh unto you." In an 
earnest and eloquent discourse his Lord- 
ship briefly traced the history of grati- 
tude towards the giver of all things, as 
exhibited in the festivals of the Jewish 
Church as well as in later times, and 
urged on his hearers the necessity of per- 
sonal godliness, without which all out- 
ward show of thankfulness is vain. At 
tho offertory the sum of §10 10 was col- 
lected, which was devoted to tho mission 
fund of the diocese. 



Tho Groat Land Slide. 

A gentleman who arrived hero yester- 
day from tho mainland states that when 
ho left the scene of tho grand slide on 
Thompson river the obstruction had not 
given way, but as our telegraphic dis- 
patches have already informed tho pub- 
lic a ditch was subsequently cut on the 
top of the slide and the river now flows 
undisturbed seaward. The immonso de- 
posit of earth has been washed away and 
the waters of tho Frasor are rendered ex- 
ceptionally murky and turbid. For somo 
time after the slide occurred tho bed of 
the river was perfectly dry and a number 
of Indians wero busily engaged crovicing 
for gold. Cinnamon also availed them- 
selves of the opportunity to lay in n stock 
of fish for winter consumption. Tho 
blockade was most effectual and as long 
as it existed no water flowed into tho 
channel below except from Nicola riverand 
small tributary crooks. Mr. S. M. Nol- 
son removed his stock of goods from 
.Cache Crook to a position of comparative 
safety on tho side of the mountain, but as 
the imprisoned rivor broko gradually 
through the slide the precaution, although 
wisely takon, did not prove to bo neces- 
sary. It is stated that the dam was not less 
than 150 foot high and that it extended 
for a distance of at least li df a milo from 
a point a littlo below Willard's ranch on 
the left bank of tho Thompson. Indians 
have no recollection of an occurrence of a 
similar nature and it is probablo that 
since the great mud slide which happened 
many, many years ago, nothing to be com- 
pared to it in magnitude has takon place. 
Under tho circumstances, it is extromely 
fortunate that the damage resulting was 
light.
